Wb feel called upon, in self-defence, ta. make a few remarks anent 
cériiin letters that have appeared in the Correspondence Column of 
'McCill Daily.*' Of course, the communications signed ^Spartacrus" 
are the ones to which »c refer, and wc have no doubt that most of our 
readers have felt some wonder that we did not before this comment 
upon them. 

As la quite plain to the casual reader, these letters attack in a 
sweeping faahion the editorial policy of the "Daily "; in fact so fierce, 
• and at the same time undeserved, were the fulminations of "Sparta- 
that wc were at first under the impression that he could safely 
j disregarded without our drawing upon ourselves the imputation 
(hit we were avoiding a straightforward statement of opinion. 

In this, it^sccms, wc were mistaken. It would have been wiser 
to have crushed "Spartacus* " pompous collection of exaggerations 
and abaurdities at the outset, and so have avoided the truly ridiculous 
pasa to which the matter has come. Just as in a debate it is the 
height of folly to pass over the weakest of an opponent's arguments 
aa beneath contempt, so. wc feci, wc should be doing ourselves and 
the student body, our public, an injustice by refraining from issuing 
tome sort of corrective to the false statements set forth by our corre- 
spondent. 

The original raison d'etre of the criticism launched at us -- the 
soliciting and printing of "forewords" in the "Daily" — has been thor- 
oughly dealt with in two letters wo have already printed, and it was 
m that "Spartacus" had condemned as "eulogies" of the "Daily" 
whole of the eight "forewords," merely because one of them hap- 
to contain something of a laudatory nature. When our readers 
"at the letter printed in to-day's paper, they will see that "Sparta- 
cue" coolly omits all reference to this or'ginal question, and makes a 
slashing attack on the editorials in the issue of Thursday, because they 
do not measure up to his pre-conceived idea of what an editorial should 
be. 

Juat a few words will suffice to show how utterly mistaken he is. 
The leading article on the subject "Let Us Reciprocate" was not in 
any sense a "thinly-veneered advertisement." It was an appeal to the 
students to support and patronize the firms advertising in the "Dally," 
for the reason that upon the volume of advertising matter secured 
rests the financial success or failure of the paper. The undergraduate 
j body, through their representatives, the Students' Council, are the 
persons most interested in such success or failure. When this is rea- 
lized the purpose of the editorial is plain. 

"Spartacus" cavils at the other editorials because they echo the 
news items. When, pray, was it known that editorials did otherwise 
'within reasonable bounds) ? If our correspondent reads the leading 
newspapers of Montreal he will find each important development of 
the world situation commented on, explained or used a? a basis for 
prophecy. In the editorial column. An editorial policy that does not 
keep pace with events is "outworn." 

In writing that nothing was added to the bare facts but good- 
wishes, "Spartacus" is guilty of a deliberate mis-statement, for the 
suggestion was brought forward in the editorial "The Golf Tourna- 
ment" that a debate, or some similar contest between staff and stu- 
dents might prove a decided success. 

N And so the talc of "Spartacus"' blunders and invidious "digs" 
might be prolonged but all to no purpose. Our readers, we are con- 
vinced, are possessed of sound common sense. Let them judge the 
matter for themselves. Our policy will not be altered.

in our present, day perhaps no more 
significant need not only In politics 
but also In religion (note the artifi- 
cial distinction) is realized than that 
need of men of character. EranrBon 
said, "Men of character are the con- 
science of the society to which they 
belong." Character dominates In 
any sphere, but men of character are 
men of conviction, of moral courage 
and stamina, not swayed In the wind 
of popular whim. If character be 
then Indispensable for rational or 
human evolution, It behoves us to 
cultivate it If we do not possess It 
Mere preaching lovely sermons Vrom 
pulpits or offering dellghlfully- 
worded prayers Is not. going to make 
men of character or create a con- 
science In society', character means 
work — thought, and will to produce. 
It means the continual presence of an 
Ideal In consciousness and an In- 
vincible determination to reach that 
Ideal. 

What Is the highest Ideal of char- 
acter to which we can turn? Ts there 
any other being who has left his 1m- 
pretm on the human mind, who has 
raised human ethics to such a height 
as 1ms .Tesus of Nazareth? ff we are 
to have character, we must lire with 
men of character. Wo are not neces- 
sarily to become imitations (even if 
that were possible), but we are to 
awaka within us and dèvelop a soul — 
a higher typo of consciousness which 
will make our thoughts and actions 
saner, more powerful and more in- 
telligent. 

Hence, for this purpose an attempt 
is being made this year to present in 
five classes various aspects ot this 
greatest Master of the Moral Empire. 
We want no dogmatism, no preach- 
ing, no eloquent discourses — we 
want each student to approach the 
BUbject and study it for himself, to 
push aside his previous conceptions ot 
Jesus and to study Him independently 
or commentaries and others' opinions. 
Thus these groups aro not meant to 
be lecture groups but discussion 
groups, tor the expression and culti- 
vation ot Tree, independent thought. 
What a man thinks out for himself 
he tetains — what he has preached to 
him he too often forgets.

Social Principles of Jesus. 

Sharman's Jesus in the Records, 
the method of which is becoming 
more familiar to McGill men, is tho 
book upon which most emphasis la 
being laid. It provides a series of 
penetrating problems and questions 
on all the phases of Jesus' life and 
character which the Individual is to 
snswer for himself. The class is fo« 
tbe purpose of comparing and dis- 
cussing the Individual conclusions ar- 
river) at, and Is perpetually bringing 
before, the minds of the students old 
passages with newer and greater 
significance.

The Cost

BEFORE the Privy Council at Ottawa pro- 
test against the new railway rates has 
been made on the grounds that the giving 
of the new rates would raise the cost of living 
by a percentage many times higher than the 
percentage actually charged by the Canadian 
railways. 

It was pointed out that the numerous middle- 
men who act as the distributors of goods would 
each add his percentage of profit to the freight 
rate, so that although the railways might only 
receive say 40 cents additional freight charge 
on a shipment the public would be forced, by 
the distributing middlemen, to pay many times 
that amount. 

The managements of the various Canadian 
railways desire, through this, their association, 
to draw the attention of newspaper readers to 
the highly significant fact that the recent in- 
crease in United States railway rates — an in- 
crease similar to the increase in Canada — has 
actually been followed by a decrease in the cost 

of living in that country. 

\ 

Furthermore 

A great Canadian manufacturer recently 
made public — without any solicitation and 
without the previous knowledge of the rail- 
way managements-figures which proved that 
the retail selling price of a yard of plain white 
cloth in Winnipeg after being hauled from 
Montreal to Toronto and Toronto to Winnipeg, 
would be increased only one-half a cent even 
after the wholesaler had added 20 p.c. profit to 
the new freight rate and the retailers another 
SO p.c. 

He showed that these distributors, whether 
rightly or wrongly, added 15 cents to his mill- 
price of 16 cents per yard. 



Yet the railways carried the raw cotton for this 
yard of goods from Texas to Montreal, and the 
finished goods from the mill to Toronto and 
Toronto to Winnipeg for one - and - one - half 
cents, 

One-and-one-half cents as against fifteen cents. 

We venture to believe that, whatever the ex- 
planation or the justification may be, the same 
serious additions to cost by the distributing 
trades will be found in relation to almost every 
article of common household use. 

This is not to attack distributors. They may 
themselves be victims of a bad system or of an 
over-crowded trade. But it is to point out 
that if they add whatever percentages they, as 
a trade, find convenient, on top of the freight 
rates, the railways cannot help either them- 
selves or the public. The oppressive results of 
, these practices should not be charged against 
the railway managements, nor cited as reasons 
for holding freight rates down — merely be- 
cause railway rates can be held down — while 
other prices soar as the various trades find 
necessary. 

ÂILWAY charges always must be a serious 



R 



item in determining cost of production. 
But the managements of your railways urge 
upon your attention this fact: that antiquated, 
over-loaded and wasteful systems of distribut- 
ing goods are much more properly a subject 
for public anxiety. 

Canada cannot prosper without pros- 
perous railways. Canadian railways 
cannot prosper unless Canada prospers 

In all sincerity let us suggest that the people of 
Canada beware of those who would restrict 
and even strangle the railways simply because 
control exists there and is not so convenient in 
other departments of commercial activity.

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When the McGill rugby squad lines' 
up asainst Queens at Kingston 011 
Saturday afternoon in the opening 
game of the Intercollegiate series for 
the 1920 season, the players will tako 
the field firmly convinced that they j 
must win the match and thus make 
sure of the first points in the fight for 
the retention of the championship 
which was gained by the Red and 
White team last year. While It U 
reco/inized that the Iosh of more than 
six stars from last year's squad has 
to a great degree weakened the four- 
teen, and added to that is the dlsad- 
vantaso of playing away from the 
home grounds and without the sup- 
port of the looters, still the players 
are convlncrd that Old McGill will 
make the grade against the Preshi- 
lerians. 

From present indications it appears 
that several surprises are in store for 
the flock of rallbirds who have been 
fluttering around the sidc-lincs, care- 
fully analyzing the merits of the vari- 
ous candidates, and weighing the 
chances of the team In the forthcom- 
ing league matches. The quarter 
position has been the subject of much 
speculation and, generally, around the 
college discussions have boon rife ns 
to who would fill the place left vacant 
by the captain of last year's squad. 
Monty Montgomery. Since the on- 
forccd retirement of Don Balllle. who 
has had to quit playing owing to 
water on the knee. "Boo" Anderson 
has been holding down tho key posi- 
tion, with Normlc Wallace filling in 
on occasion. Now it appears that 
Wallace will rtart on Saturday at 
quarter and that Anderson will be 
found at his old place at left half, 
where he will be supported by Flan- 
nagan at centro and Jeff Russell at 
right, making a shifty back line, and 
one which is sure to cause consider- 
able trouble for the Trl-color. Sully 
Wilson and Lafoley will moEt likely 
he carried as spares. 

On the lino the Red and White will 
have a strong aggregation In Captain 
"Dud" Robs, Punch Parkins. Notman, 
Ambridge, Llvshin. Bill McDonald 
and Gordle Nicholson, who have been 
tearing big holes In tho third and 
second teams during the practices 
this week. Nicholson and Parkins 
are the likely candidates for the out- 
side positions and should give a good 
account of , themselves as both are 
fatt men and good tackles. Leo 
TlmmlnB will be most likely fourni at 
centre scrimmage where he has been 
showing considerable class during tho 
training period. The right middle 
job will In all probability go to Mc- 
Gregor. This husky line-man is Buf- 
fering' from several nasty bumps and 
Is not in the best condition for u tough 
game and It Is likely that Varsity will 
figure In the play. "Sclby" Cope will 
be found at his old position at flying 
wing, and tho husky ball-carrier can 
bo relied upon to make plenty of open- 
ings. 

Decided improvement In the team 
since its game with the Old Boys last 
Saturday has been apparent the last 
fow days. Coach ShaughnesEy has 
put the players through four days of 
strenuous work-outs and will put on 
tho finishing touches this afternoon, 
prior to the departure of the squad 
with Its contingent of rooters this 
evening. 

Particular 'Utlention has been paid 
to Hignal practices and to bucking, 
and as a consequence the men are 
ready to tear holes In any line that 
opposes them. The smooth working 
of the squad In all the plays has been 
a pleasing feature at the stadium 
throughout the week. The only mat- 
ter that gives particular concern Is 
tho lack of a sufficient numbor of 
seasoned substitutes. 

There are plenty of players out to 
draw from, many of whom show ex- 
cellent possibilities for future gamnc 
but this early in the season they have 
not quite caught on to the pluy at- 
desired by "Shag" and as a result 
when the team faces the Queens' 
squad It will not be without a certain 
apprehension. It Is felt that If ihe 
luck breaks for McGill all will bo 
well, but should there be need for 
many changes that the Red and White 
will be at a disadvantage, through a 
lack of reliable spares. 

Training table regulations ha\e had 
the desired result and the men are 
now in perfect condition and ready 
for a gruelling g.tmo. while the can- 
ing lectures and discussions of plays 
has led to a perfection of action 
which' has been apparent In the 
smooth easy manner In which the 
players have started the plays. 

Individually, too. the squad has 
shown that It has benefited by the In- 
struction, to lay nothing of the point- 
ed criticism, of "Shag." Russell, at 
right half, Is showing stellar form and 
bids fair to provo one of the most ef- 
fective men on the team. He Is 
speedy, a ture catch, and an' able de- 
fence player. On the other wing 
"Boo" Anderson is doing even better 
and is proving himself to be tho most 
useful man on the Red and White 
team. Ho has a great pair of football 
hands and Is about the hardest man 
In theEe parts to bring down with a 
tackle. 

Normie Wallace has a hard row 
ahead of him to fill tho quarter back 



position. He is a keen player and 
uses his head, but lacks the experi- 
ence and weight necessary for a sec- 
ondary defence line man. 

Big Jeff Notman Is playing hit old 
bucking game on the line and will he 
ready on Saturday to make the open- 
ings necessary for gains, to say noth- 
ing of his prowess in stopping his op- 
ponents' attempts to push through. 
"Dud" Ross Is playing even better 
football than last year and should 
wind up his college career this sea- 
son with a record rugby year. "Punch" 
ParklnB has lost none of his old spirit 
of attack and Is still rated one of the 
best tackles on the team. 

In all. with nothing untoward oc- 
curring In tho match, there Is every 
prospect for a good start for McGill 
on Saturday.
